FRENCH REGAIN PART
OF CUMIERES VILLAGE

Continued from Page One

The French War Office In {ts offlclal com-
munique todny stated that the French had
not only obtalned & firm  foothold in
Cumieres, but had alpo occupled trenchas
northwest of the village and advanced at
Hill ang.

Strong nttacks were delivered by the
Germana on ‘both sides of the Meuse, hut
all wore repulsed, and the Teutons were
compaelled to fall back to thelr lnes, leav-
Ing many dend and wounded upon the fleld
of actlon.

After n comprrative Iull, which wan
broken only by the ceageless hammering of
the nrtillery, General Nivelle launched
vigorous aasaults against the new posl-
‘lon of the Germans at Cumleres, There
was desperate hand-to-hand fighting amid
the ruins of the village, but the Germans
waora compelled to glve ground and the
French were able to selze the southern
part of the village,

In the meantime another French atiack
was made to the northwest of the villuge
and cast of Dead Man's HIL  The German
trenches were soon overrun and the Crown
Prince's forces in that district were com-
pelled to retire.

Violent counter-attacks wore made by the
Germans, who attempted to drive out the
French before they could consolidate thelr
new positions, but these attempts broke
down under the tempests of machine gun
and cannen fire.

Troops on the left wing of the French
front drove against the German position at
Hill 304, scoring an appreciable advance,

On the right bank of the Meuse 'the Ger-
muans, following a bombardment of great
intenaity, hurled heavy forces againat the
French line mouth of Douaumont, but the
attack broke down,

The flercest fighting of the night was on
the wentern side of the Meuse, whore the
French dellvered assaults over a front of
slx miles
